There is a lesson, however, in his 
story. Hie believes that the education- 
al system of the British Isles, whose 
future depends so greatly, if not en- 
tirely, on her dominions, must be of 
a kind that will fit men to work in 
them. It must throw overboard its 
obsolete ideas and recognizing hat 
people will hereafter be compelled to 
setk their livings in Camada and oth- 
er parts of the Empire, must take 
steps to fit them for these tasks. 


ARGUMENT FOR THE OPEN 
DOOR 


The Canadian Jewish Review { of 
Montreal protests strongly against 
Ottawa’s decision to‘ ‘réstrict immi- 
gration from Central ‘and Eastern 
Europe. The important part played 
by these people in: building~ up the 
prosperity of the United States is 
quoted to support an eloquent plea 
for more libe:ality in Oanada’s im- 
mgration policy. 

While recognizing that it is natur- 
al for Canada as a British country to 
accord prority to British immigrants, 
The Review nesents what it perceiv- 
es as a blustering, arrogant attitude 
of superiority towards other peoples 
of non-English stock. It believes 
Canada is capable of accommodating 
scores of millions of people, and it 
unges non-British immigramts, who 
identify.themselves and their lives 
with the life of the Dominion, can be 
used to advantage in its development. 

Just as in the United States, it is 
argued the non-preferred foreigners 
in Canada have played and are play- 
ing a not insignificant part in the pro- 
grees. Attention is directed to the 
Canadian Jews ‘‘who are producing 
their share of big business men and 
scholars and artists and poets and 
philanthropists and idealiste---men 
who are enriching the quality of 
Canadian civilization.’’ Other for- 
eigners, it is held, are also invaluable 
in the development of Canada’s’ nat- 
ural resources. In the mines and 
forests the brawn amd endurance of 
the Ukranians and Russians are in- 
dispensable assets. Can it be denied, 
asks The Review, that the west would 
not have developed to its present 
state of prosperity without the strong 
and hardy Central and Hast Burop- 
eans.? 

‘‘Rulers of a country must have 
patience and vision,’’ it is urged. 
‘*Camada is a young country. Its im- 
migration must be regarded not as a 
finished product, but rather as seed 
that has to be sown in the ground to 
be nursed and nourished by the soil 
and the atmosphere until it blos- 
soms amd ripens into a wholesome 
national fruit. Canadian soil and 
atmosphere have hitherto produced 
good citizenship. The men at the 
head of affaire must have confidence 
in their country and in its powers.’’

THE BATTLE OF 
*_ JANUARY : 


January was a momentous month for wheat producers 
the world over. Canadian farmers had delivered nearly 
four hundred million bushels of wheat. Angentine ane 
Australia were commencing the delivery of unusually 
large crops.

‘‘As long as sellers were willing to ‘‘cut’’ prices, 
buyers were quite prepared to stand biack and let them 
do still more ‘‘cutting,’’ and quite possibly there might 
have been a bad slump had not the Canadian Pool taken 
a strong stand. 


Canadian Pool Managers 


certainly deserve credit for courageous handling of a 
difficult situation, and their action proves that farmer 
members of the Pool would not agree to low prices at 
this period of the season. 


‘““The lesson of the price movements of wheat in the 
past week is that emphasis must be given to the power 
of strong holders to maintain prices. 


‘‘Past experience showed that a crowd of weak hold- 
ers was almost at the mercy of buyers in times of plenty. 


‘‘T think all must now recognize the commanding 
position of the Canadian Pool, and the readiness of Ar- 
gentine shippers to follow a strong upward lead.’’

Dear Sir:—To all farmers who are 
members of the Blindman Valley Co- 
Operative Association, that Mr. Puf- 
fer calls the Hog Pool, I would like 
to make a few corrections. I will let 
Mr. Chowen and Mr. Claypool, M.P. 
answer for themselves, but as a mem- 
ber of the Hog Pool, I will challenge 
Mr. Puffer on a few of his state- 
ments. Before going any further, I 
will give a brief history of the Hog 
Pool, 2s I have the honor of being 
one of the men responsible for that. 
The Hog Pool came into existance 
about 6 years ago. Before the Hog 
Pool was organiped there was all the 
way from over two dollars and down 
from the price paid in Bentley and 
the market price paid in Calgary. If 
it is necessary, I will back this state- 
ment up by the farmers around Bent- 
ley. I remember one time we were 
going to ship a car load of hogs, and 
ur local buyer sprung the price over 
a dollar a hundred to keep us from 

hipping our hogs on the open mar- 
vet. On one of our first meetings 
that we had in the Lockhart Hall, 
ve had several drovers from La- 
combe and Bentley to stand up in 
the meeting and tell us it was im- 
possible for them to ship hogs to 
Calgary at 75c. a hundred. This 
statememt is very easy to prove. 
Last year there was a spread of 
52 8-10 cents between the price paid 
by the Hog Pool and the price paid 
in Calgary on the open market. The 
men who are employed by the Hog 
Pool are getting fair wages for their 
work, and we have paid for al! scal- 
es, equipment and yards from the end 
of the railroad to Lacombe, which rep- 
resents several thousands of dollars. 
Not so bad, is it, Mr. Puffer? Our 
inembership is over 1240 and we are 


getting new members every week 
Last year we shipped about 93 pe 
of au hogs shipped on the Lacombe 
and No:th-Western Railway. Mr. 
Puffer makes the statement that the 
men outside the Pool are getting 


more money than the Pool members. 
That is true, at times, but has Mr. 
Puffer and the farmers outside ever 
thought of what they would be getting 


if we had not had the Pool. Several

will apply to every other town and 
village in Alberta. We had one Drov- 
er or agent in Bentley. He was buy- 
ing for Burns and Swifts and Co. 
They would phone him the price in 
the morning, and of course the price 
would be the same. If he got two 
or three car loads of hogs, they 
would be divided according to the 
needs of the packers. One week they 
would go to Swifits and Co., and the 
next week they would go to Burns, 
and of course this was fine business 
for the packers, and the agents. 
They were paid a commission on each 
car of hogs. There was no. compet- 
ition. The hogs never went on the 
open market. It was keeping the 
price of hogs down, because it was 
no use for an outside buyer to come 
to Edmonton or Calary when hogs 
were bought from the packers ag- 
ents out in the country. On several 
occasions there would come an out- 
side buyer to try to buy hogs. This 
was a good thing for the farmers, 
because it created competition, but 
as soon as this happened, the phone 
to Edmonton and Calgary began to 
get busy and up went the prices for 
the day, and as a rule, the new buy- 
er would have half a car of hogs on 
his hands. This has happened time 
and time again, and of course, next 
week the new buyer was not there. 
And down went the price again. This 
is the way our hogs were marketed. 
If necessary, I can prove this by 
hundreds of farmers. This was good 
business for the packers and their 
agents, but was certainly poor bus- 
iness for the fiarmers. Let us see how 
it is done in the pool way. All the 
hogs are pooled together and sold on 
the open market to the highest bid- 
cer in Canada and in the U.S. Now 
if this is not the best way of mar- 
keting, I will leave this to you farm- 
ers to decide for yourselves. The 
pool system is a new one, and the 
Packers and their Agents, do not 
know what is going to happen next. 
They will pay any price or the few 
hogs they get on the outside on 
this line to try to break the Pool. 
And we know for sure that the hogs 
that Swifts and Co., Edmonton are 
getting from Rimbey are costing 
that firm more money than hogs they 
are buying from the pool. Of course 
the outsider is reaping the benefit, 
but that kind of men are getting less 


daily. This is very interesting de- 
bating. I am very glad that Mr. 
Puffer brought out these points. The 


farmers will be more posted on thi:
